(d) converting tdfe printing data in the print queue into a viewable 
file representing the page in said printed format by capturing the printing data from 
the print queue and not by producing oXscanning hard copies of the page to generate 
the viewable file; 

(e) providing software ^ view the viewable file and to highlight 
the position of the selected item on the page\and 

(f) storing the viewable filV the highlighting information and the 
software on persistent storage.
